RUSSIA RESUME 
NUGLEAR TESTS

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (AP) 
—Russia has resumed nuclear 
tests with a blast of “substan- 
tial” power yesterday, the 
Atomic Energy Commission an- 
nounced today. 

A brief announcement from 
AEC Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 
said: 

“The Soviet Union has re- 
sumed testing of nuclear weap- 
ons at its Siberian proving 
grounds. A detonation of sub- 
stantial size took place on 
Aug. 22.” 

The development comes in 
the midst of Soviet maneuvers 
in the London disarmament con- 
ference with the ostensible aim 
of cutting off all nuclear tests. 

The United States, while of- 
fering to call off tests for two 
years, is insisting on safeguards 
which the Russians reject. 

Previous Test April 18. 

The last previous AEC an- 
nouncement of a Soviet nuclear 
weapon test was April 18. That 
blast was described as “one of 
the largest thus far in the cur- 
rent Soviet series.” Strauss said 
it was the fifth in a series 
which began April 13. It was 
the eleventh reported by the 
AEC since last August. 

Altogether, including today’s 
announcement, the AEC has re- 
ported 24 Russian nuclear test 
explosions. Strauss, however, 
has made it clear that not all 
of those detected are reported. 
He says they are announced 
only when there are circum- 
stances of special interest. 

In general those circum- 
stances appear to consist of the 
outline of a test series or blasts 
of unusual power. Today’s an- 
nouncement appeared to fall in 
the series category since there 
was nothing beyond the word 
“substantial” to indicate ex- 
traordinary power.

The bill now goes to a Senate- 
House conference committee. 

The proposed Hanford facil- 
ity,.called a “recycling” plant, 
would de operated by the AEC 
to demonstrate the use of plu- 
tonſum as a. nuclear reactor 
fuel. The material, a product 
of enriched-uranium reactors, 
can. now be used only for 
weapons. 

e bill contains funds for 
design and engineering work by 
the commission on the two 
other plants sought by Demo- 
cratic members of the Joint 
Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy. 

One would produce plutonium 
for weapons and possible heat 
for industrial use. The other 
would be patterned on the 
natural uranium, gas-cooled 
reactor built at Calder Hall, 
England, for production of elec- 
tric power. 

Termed ‘Undesirable.’ 

President Eisenhower issued 
a statement Wednesday renew- 
ing his opposition in strong 
terms to government construc- 
tion of such projects. He called 
them “unnecessary and un- 
desirable at this time” but did 
not object to the preliminary 
studies provided by the bill. 

In line with the President's 
wishes, the bill also provides 
$30,000,000 to carry forward the 
Administration’s own program 
of federal

The fear is that of Frenchmen 
that their money will be worth 


less tomorrow than it is today, black 


and it is worth less today than 
it was 12 days ago before de- 
valuation. The greed is that of 
holders of hard currencies who 
seek to exchange them at max- 
imum profit. Both persist, even 
though the government has now 
set what some observers believe 
to be a fair, realistic value to 
the franc. 

When the franc vas 
quoted at 350 to the dollar, 

Aug. 10, a dollar would buy 
francs on the “unofficial” or 
el” market—the terms 
lied to the black market by 
who prefer to call a spade 
a shovel. y 

On Aug. 10 the government, 
seeking to divert to the benefit 
of France's financial balance the 
millions in foreign currencies 
going to the private channels, 
tried to meet the competition by 
offering tourists and traders 420 
francs to the dollar. They prob- 
ably made the assumption that 
anyone would rather be honest 
at a cost of only two francs per 
dollar. 

Brief Closedown. 

In those first post-devaluation

Officers at Camp Ripley 
Call Order. Detrimental 
to Morale.

CAMP RIPLEY, Minn., Aug. 
23 — The Defense Department 
order last June freezing Na- 
tional Guard strength was de- 
nounced today by Missouri 
National Guard regimental com- 
manders as “a reversal of pol- 
icy detrimental to morale.” 

Col. Russell Boyt, comman- 
der of the 140th Infantry Regi- 
ment, southeast Missouri, past 
president of the National Guard 
Association of Missouri, said his 
regiment was forced to drop 
400 men before coming here for 
summer training. 

“We normally brought 1900 
men to summer maneuvers,” 
Col. Boyt explained. “This year 
we had 1500, due to the June 
directive to drop men to meet 
the ceiling set by the Depart- 
ment of the Army. There al- 
ways is a loss of young men re- 
turning to college following 
camp, and I will be greatly sur- 
prised if our camp enrollment 
next year exceeds 1000 guards- 
men.” Col. Boyt is a Cape Gir- 
ardeau business man.

Jones told the Senate Public 
Works Committee the measure 
sponsored by Senator Robert 
5 Kerr aes Oklahoma, and 
cked TVA supporters in 
Congress, “would be very ad- 
vantageous to TVA.“ The bill 
has been passed by the Senate 
‘and is pending in the House. 
Under sharp questioning by 
Democratic members of the 
committee, Jones gaid also that 
TVA should be able to meet its 
responsibilities “by using every 
resource it has.” He added that 
he favored continuing the agen- 
ey's authority to use net nev- 
enue from sale of power to 
finance additions to present 
power generating plants. 
As acting director of the Bu- 
reau of the Budget, Jones signed 
a letter last spring in which the 
Bureau recommended strict new 
limitations on TVA operations 
in the event Congress should 
pass the Kerr bill. 

Jones has testified previously 
that he did not take part in the 
drafting of the letter but signed 
it in the absence of budget 
director Percival F. Brundage, 
who was ill. Jones has acknowl- 
edged, however, that he agreed 
with the principles set forth in 
the letter. 

He told the committee today 
he thought TVA could operate 
to better advantage under the 
terms of the Kerr bill than if 
the views of the Budget Bureau 
letter were enforced, because 
the Kerr bil] would give the 
agency “more freedom of oper- 
ation” and “greater flexibility.”

Salary and Dues. | 
The salary of a secretary of 
a party cell depends on the size 
of the cell and is fixed by 
the party's central committee 
N earned 1400 rubles. 
He said he received 3300 ru- 
bles as secretary of the Stalin 
borough committee. That is 
$330 at the tourist exchange 
rate, an extremely high salary 
by Soviet standards. 

Salaries of full-time party 
employes are paid from the 
party treasury. Dues are paid 
by members according to their 
income. Nikiforov said 
members earning less than §00 
rubles pay one-half of 1 per 
cent as party dues. For those 
getting between 500 and 1000 
rubles, 1 per cent goes to the 
party. From 1000 to 2000, the 
rate is 2 per cent. And those 
earning more than 2000 pay 3 
per cent. 

What does a full-time party 
worker do to earn his salary? 
According to Nikiforov, his 
main task is “the political edu- 
cation of members and candi- 
date members.” He must en- 
courage the propagation’ of 
Marxist-Leninst theories. He 
must organize party work and 
enforce standards of party be- 
havior.”

It was comparable, per- 
haps, to a baby gnat on 
the hide of an elephant, 
but perfection admits of no 
error. Jesus the Messiah 
had condemned a fig tree 
for bearing fruit. At 
that season, the tree wasn't 
supposed to have fruit. 

Some of the learned 
writers covered the little 
flaw by glossing. Others 
said that, even though the 
tree was not yet ready to 
bear figs, Jesus, as God,

JESUS WALKED AHEAD. The sun was behind Him, 
over the Mountains of Moab.

| ‘ was dressed in rich green leaves. The Messiah, tall, slender, 
| a sad man who subjected himself to all the weaknesses and 


pain of man, saw the leafy tree. He was hungry. He 
approached the tree, and stuck his hand in a branch and 
pulled outward. When he opened His palm, there was 
nothing but green leaves in it. The apostles watched from 
a few feet off. Jesus pointed a finger at the tree and said: 
“May no man hereafter eat fruit of thee anymore forever!” 

They passed on into Jerusalem and, that day, Jesus 
east out from the temple the money changers and over- 
turned tables and chairs of those who sold doves for 
sacrifice. The next morning, the apostles were passing the 
fig tree and they noticed that it had begun to wither.

SINCE THAT TIME, learned men have added bits and 
pieces to the life of Christ. One of the major discoveries 
was the date of His death. The scholars reasoned that, if 


Jesus died on a Friday, and if this particular Friday was 
5 also the start of the Feast of the Passover, then there must 


= 


have been a full moon that night. 

Jesus was said to be a man in his thirties so, in back- 
tracking over the ancient calendars, the scholars found that 
the date of death was most likely April 6, in the year 30 
AD. Assuming that this is true, then April 2 was the Mon- 
day on which He condemned the fig tree. In Palestine, figs 
are in good bloom in June. This was the tiny flaw in the 
perfect life. It seemed petty to condemn a tree for not 
having fruit at a time when His Father ordained 
should not bear fruit. 

The theological riddle remained unsolved until the year 
1880. At that time, an Oxford scholar named Alfred Eders 
heim was writing a big work entitled “The Life and Times 
of Jesus the Messiah.” This man was primarily a lecturer, 
and he had a background of Teutonic thoroughness. His 
biography would eventually cover four fat volumes and 
would, in the opinion of many, be the most definitive life 
of Christ ever rendered in English.

: WHEN EDERSHEIM came to the episode of the fig 
tree, he stopped work. He left England and went to Palestine 
so that he could examine a fig tree in early April. When 
he arrived, he sought the company of fellow scholars and 
Hebrew authorities and, like many others before and since, 
he traced all the holy places on foot. 

In the first week of April 1, Edersheim found a fig 
tree in leaf. He thrust his arm in, and, when he pulled it 
out along the branch, he found that he had small gray 
substances in his hand. They looked like mushrooms. 

“What are those?” he asked a Jewish professor. 

The man smiled. “Try them,” he said. “They are good 
to eat. In the ancient days, travelers in the early Spring 
ate them from trees while walking between towns.” 

Edersheim ate one. It tasted good. “Do you find them’ 
on all fig trees?” he said. 

“No,” the professor said. “Only on trees which will bear 
figs later. First these, in early spring, then the figs. If a 
fig tree does not have these, it will have no figs in June.” 

The mystery had been solved. There was no flaw in 
the Perfect Life. . . ,

OR years Mary S. had 
watched her husband Bill 
fight a losing battle with 
the bottle. Then there came the 
day when he piled five lunch- 
time martinis 


into his already 
liquor-soaked system, returned 
to his office and fell flat on 
his face in front of the boss. 


Bill, of course, was fired. 
Mary, long accustomed to the 
bitter pills that every alcohol- 
ic’s wife must swallow, accepted 
the loss of Bill’s job as just an- 
other humiliation to be en- 
dured. After all, over the years, 
she had managed to live 
through other abuses. Friends 
and relatives no longer came 
to see her. The kids in the 
neighborhood taunted Mary’s 
young ones about having a 
drunk for a daddy. But Mary 
could take it, even when Bill 
brought his soused pals to the 
house, once even when he 
brought home a drunken wom- 
an he had picked up in some 
saloon. 

Mary had known hurt pride, 
frustration, fear for her chil- 
dren. She had at times almost 
drowned in self-pity; at other 
times she had lashed out at 
Bill in angry resentment. But 
she hadn’t abandoned hope, 
hope that someday Bill would 
come to his senses and again 
be the fine man he was when 
they were first married 

Many times she had begged 
him to seek help from Alcohol- 
ics Anonymous. Now that he 
was at the end of the line, out 
of a job, perhaps he would. Still 
clinging to that hope, Mary ar- 
ranged for day care for her 
youngsters and went to work. 


It would be nice to be able 
to right now write a last chap- 
ter to Mary’s story and say that 
Bill came to his senses and 
gave up his drinking. But he 
didn’t. Still out of ework, he 
begs and borrows from his 
friends and manages to stay on 
a more or less perpetual binge. 

But Mary still hasn’t given 
up hope, largely because she 
has found a new source of 
strength. She has joined an Al- 
Anon Family Group. 

There are in the United 
States today some 900 Al-Anon 
Family Groups, a nationwide 
fellowship of non-alcoholic men 
and woman who are husbands, 
wives, relatives or close friends 
of alcoholics. Banded together 
in a common cause, an esti- 
mated 24,000 Al-Anon members 
are following a program de- 
signed to assist their alcoholic 
partners to rehabilitate them- 
selves and take their rightful 
place in society and along the 
way the men and women of 
Al-Anon are finding a more 
serene and useful life for 
themselves. 

“Al-Anon has flourished be- 


cause the alcoholic, apart from 


the tragic 
himself, im 
those

Anon bars active alcoholics, but 
welcomes anyone who has ever 
suffered from them.”

L-ANON does not reveal 

the identities of its mem-

Of the nation’s estimated 5. 
000,000 alcoholics, some 1,250,- 
000 are women. And all told, 
these 5,000,000 alcoholics bring 
hurt and sorrow to an esti- 
mated 20,000,000 non-alcoholics 
— wives, husbands, children, 
mothers, fathers, sisters, broth- 
ers and sweethearts. 

“Both before and after the 
alcoholic joins A.A. there is 
much that the families can do 
to help the alcoholic and them- 
selves,” another member of Al- 
Anon headquarters staff ex- 
plained. “For all newcomers to 
Al-Anon, we first emphasize

Al-Anon not only gives wel- 
come and comfort to families of 
alcoholics and enables them to 
give understanding and encour- 
agement to the alcoholic in the 
home, but helps its members 
“to grow spiritually through 
living by the 12 Steps of Al- 
coholics Anonymous.” 

“Just as Alcoholics Anony- 
mous can offer a new way of 
life to the alcoholic, so the Al- 
Anon Family Groups offers the 
adventure of a new way of life 
to the partner of an alcoholic,” 
Al-Anon’s primer for newcom- 
ers points out. “Our meetings 
are devoted to understanding 
our own problems. For those 
whose mates have not yet ei- 
there found A.A. or sobriety 
there is hope. By realizing 
that we, too, are powerless over 
alcohol and admitting it, both 
partners are freed from a stag- 
gering burden. The alcoholic 
was never helped by preaching, 
nagging or violent scenes, only 
humiliated or angered. And the 
wasted emotional energy that 
the non-alcoholic partner ex- 
pended can be directed into 
ne thought and ac- 

on.” 


Strange as it may seem, many 
members of Al-Anon are wives 
and husbands of A.A. members. 
Often when an alcoholic joins 
A.A. his alcoholic obsession is 
replaced by an “A.A. obsession.” 
Where the alcoholic once spent 
all his spare time drinking he 
spends his time after joining 
A.A trying to help other drunks 
see the light. 

Ann T. is a good example of 
those women who once led mis- 
erable lives with alcoholic hus- 
bands only to find themselves 
“A.A. widows” after their hus- 
bands’ conversions.

“cause,” he was now at home 
less than before. He was al- 
ways out “babysitting” with 
some alcoholic, helping his un- 
fortunate brother up the 12- 
step ladder of A.A. He had also 
taken on a very superior atti- 
tude toward all round him. 

Al-Anon welcomed Ann, not 
only because she was eligible 
for group membership through 
once having lived an impaired 
life with an alcoholic, but be- 
cause she was now suffering a 
side-effect of the tragedy. 

To women like Ann, Al-Anon 
has this caution: 

“Be gracious about the al- 
coholic’s closed meetings and 
12-step work.

“When A.A.’s assume an atti- 
tude of superiority, don't be 
dismayed. This is a perfectly 
natural reaction from their pre- 
vious tragic inferiority. Be- 
cause the A.A. program teaches 
humility, spiritual growth us- 
ually levels off this attitude. 
Then real partnership becomes 
possible, for there will be 
neither superiority nor infe- 
riority.”

HE Al-Anon idea began to 

take root around 1945, with 

scattered groups around the 
country meeting irregularly. 
When the idea came to the at- 
tention of Bill W., co-founder 
of A.A., he suggested that some 
effort be made to co-ordinate 
the various groups and two New 
York women, wives of alcohol- 
ics, volunteered their efforts. 
By 1955, a total of 600 A1- 
Anon groups were in operation 
throughout the United States 
and when the A.A. convention 
was held in St. Louis in July 
of 1955, Al-Anon had its own 
panel discussions. Fiom then 
on, the movement grew still 
more rapidly until today there 
are 900 separate groups in the 
United States. There are also 
Al-Anon Family Groups in 
Australiia, New Zealand, Japan, 
Germany, Ireland, England and 
Africa. 

Because most Al-Anon groups 
meet in the homes of members 
and because the identity of 
members is never 
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most groups are not listed in 
the telephone directories of 
their various cities. However, 
any person desiring the help of 
Al-Anon can call Alcoholics 
Anonymous and an Al-Anon 
Family Group member will be 
notified of the person's need 
or desire to join the group. In 
St. Louis, a fourth Al-Anon 
group has just been formed and 
registered with Al-Anon head- 
quarters in New Vork. 

For those who live in smaller 
cities or towns where no Al- 
Anon Family Group operates, 
the organization offers help by 
mail. Simply write to: Al- 
Anon Family Group Headquar- 
ters, P. O. Box 1475, New York 
17, N. Y. 

Although many an Al-Anon 
member has been able to lead 
her husband into A.A., there is 
no cut and dried way to do it. 

“It’s a long process,” says one 
group chairman. “And it starts 
with us, not with the alcoholic. 
We must learn to grow spiri- 
tually through living by the 12- 
Steps of Alcoholics Anonymous. 
You don't stop your husband 
from being an alcoholic by 
pouring his whisky down the 
sink. You let him drink and 
have faith that one day he'll 
come around. And in the 
meantime you learn through Al- 
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Anon how you can help him, 
yourself, your family and oth- 
ers.“ 


Al-Anon stresses that any two 
or three people can get togeth- 
er in a home and start an Al- 
Anon group. In most Family 
Groups there are no fees or 
dues and members simply pass 
the hat for refreshments. Most 
meetings are conducted like A.A. 
meetings with emphasis on 
spiritual growth, Meetings us- 
ually open with a moment of 
silence and close with the 
Lord’s Prayer. 


Al-Anon members are all giv- 
en the A.A. prayer: 

“God grant me the serenity 
to accept the things I cannot 
change, 

Courage to change the things 
I can, 


And Wisdom to know the dif- 
ference.” |. 


„That's what you find in Al- 
Anon,” says one Al-Anon mem- 
ber. “You find a serenity in 
the face of your troubles caused 
by the alcoholic in your home. 
You receive the courage to try 
to do something about things. 
And you get a sort of wisdom 
that shows you what you can 


and can’t do. In Al-Anon you're 
not alone with your troubles 


as you once were. You learn 
from others, not only what to 
do about a husband who's an 
alcoholic but what to do about 
your own shortcomings.

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Storm Windows

HERE seems to be very 

little doubt over the fact 

that storm windows are 
good things to have. Storm 
windows save heat in the 
winter and therefore save you 
money. Storm windows will 
also help prevent condensation 
on windows during cold 
weather, The problem we now 
face is how many storm win- 
dows are required and what 
type are best. 

As far as numbers go, all 
windows in the house should be 
equipped with sterm sashes. If 
you are unable to afford the 
whole works, then provide 
storm sashes to those windows 
which get the most severe ex- 


posure. 

With storm windows, as with 
many other things in this world, 
you get pretty much what you 
pay for. If you can’t pay much, 
then we suggest the simple 
wood or metal storm sash that 
is hung on the window and re- 
moved in the summer.

A more expensive type unit 
fs one where a metal frame is 
installed in the window frame 
and the glass panels can be 
slipped out or in from inside 
the house. If you wish, these 
units can also be equipped with 
window screens making a com- 
bination unit. These units are 
very convenient. Other types 
have a storm window and 
screen in the unit and you sim- 
ply move them up and down in 
the frame, depending on the 
season. 


Which type of unit you select 
is pretty much a matter of bud- 
get but in any event a good 
storm window installation 
should pay for itself in a few 
years on the fuel it saves.
